aglnaUon  might  be  deemed  aultable 
to  take  part  In  a  teet  Bsatch.  young 
men  like  Hubert  Ashton,  who  has 
surely  given  ample  proof  that  he  Is 
not  to  be  frightened  by  the  Auatrml- 
lan  bowling,  J.  U  Bryaa  and  8bep> 
herd,  the  Surrey  prnfaaalB— I,  ara  Is- 
nored.  aa  If  tbagr  ware  aoa*ealataat. 
It  la  ottaa  aald.  "Ob,  tba  ▲aatraUana 
doa't  regard  tbeae  matebea  la  which 
Ashton  playa  as  aerlous."  Aa  If.  for- 
Hootli,  the  Auatralians  would  not  Rct 
any  man  out  if  they  could!  Mean- 
while, a  glance  at  iba.averagea  will 
show  aay  thlaklns  mna  that,  whe- 
ther iva  liko  It  or  aal.  w»  rfuUI  bave  to 
rely  en  the  jroMgar  soaoratlon  In 
the  teat  matebea  of  the  future.  Tbia 
year'e  tritt  matcha  and.  Indeed,  near- 
ly  all  the  match«»B  played  by  the  Aus- 
tralians, hare  shown  most  conclu- 
sively that  good  fielding  still  counts 
for  as  much  aa  ever  it  did,  and  In 
the  sraator  number  of  tiielr  match ee 
the  MagUMl  Mama  bare  been  handi- 
oapped  ao  beavlly  by  tbelr  SaMlng 
that  they  have  praotleally  lent  the 
game  beforf  ;    \>>]\  Ims  been  bowled. 

Many  Promlalns  Beta 

With  aa'  ey«  tar  tba  future  tt  la  al- 
ways  well  to  examine  the  psjvt,  and 
the  pant  season  has  shown  that 
doxens  of  young  bat.^inen  have  given 
great  promise  for  the  future.  Touth 
in  imit.iflvr  and  .tM.  or  nearly  all.  of 
them  had  fallen  Into  the  bad  habits 
Which  ao*  many  of  our  leading  bata- 
unm  bad  developed:  but,  aa  tba  aaa'^ 
aan  praffsaaad.  moat  of  tbem  fbund 
oift  tvt  tbemaelvaa.  perhapa  by  In- 
annet.  perhaps  from  watching 
Macartne.v,  Colllna  and  Bardsley.  that 
l>jick  play  II  lone  In  not  enough  for 
HatvatloTi  It  la  true  that  anme  "f 
them,  notably  Kutcllff.v  A  V.  F.  Chsp- 
man.  il.

We  have  aafced  doaens  of  exper- 
ienced county  cricketers  to  name  any 
youns  bowior  wbo>  la  tbelr  station . 
haa  an  ootalde  ehaaoa  of  booeming 

world  fiiniou.N  In.  any.  three  or  four 
years'  time.  We  have  never  been  for- 
tuoate  enough  to  Ket  an  anawer,  al- 
though doaens  of  names  have  been 
Huggested.  only  to  be  discarded  Im- 
m.ediataly  by  their  aponaora  aa-  hope- 
laaaly  Impeaalbla.  aad  la  It  not  eaay 
to  flad  a  aatlafaetonr  axplanatloa  for 
tbIa  very  diaturttlng  pbeaomoaon? 
It  is  notorlou.t  that,  as  we  proved 
several  tlme».  Bngland.  with  the  very 
fewest  exceptions,  has  always  relied 
on  profarslonals  for  Its  teet  match 
bowlers,  and  it  has  only  been  at  long 
Interrala  tbat  a  rara  avla.  Ilka  F.  R. 
F>Mrtor.  haa  appeared.  Nor  doea  It 
aeem  ct  all  likely  that  any  aueb  rara 
avia  will  be  found  in  tHU  future  amon* 
the  amateum.  TTie  causea  of  the  ab- 
sence of  promising  bowlers,  more  es- 
pecjally  profeeslonal  bowlers,  ought 
undoubtedly  to  be  anxlooaly  aought 
for  by  the  cricket  aatkorltla*  AttHng 
the  coming  Winter. 

BowHnff  DlaappolMtaff 
ft  must  reluctantly  be  confessed 
that  the  bowling,  even  of  tbe  Aus- 
traliana,  haa^been  generally  dlaap- 
polntlnc  durias  tbe  paat  aaaaen.  but 
the  reaaon  for  thla  la  net  far  to  aaak. 
Most  of  the  sneceaaful  bowlera  have 
been  men  who  are  getting  on  In  life, 
and  nuch  men  are  naturally  inclined 
to  full  Into  a  groove.  It  has  been  no- 
ticed aguin  and  again  thie  y^ar  tiiat 
matches  have  been  played  through- 
out with  hardly  a  yorker,  and  that, 
altkoitfb  tbe  majority  of  tbe  bau- 
■noB  baivo  been  bopolaaalT  beaten 
when  the  yoriter  baa  eoMe,  it  baa  by 
far  too  often  flailed  of  tta  objaat  be- 
cause it  haa  not  been  quite  atralsht. 
Again  It  has  becon>e  more  and  more 
the  cu.'<t<im  lo  howl  without  any  at- 
tention at  variations.  The  fast  bowl 
ers  nearly  all  bowl  every  ball  f»«i 
aa  tbay  can.  and  tbe  alower  bowlers 
koay  pacslas  away^  at  the  same  pace 
for  OTor  after  ovor,  Armatron*  bolng 
a  very  promlaeai  and  aoeeaaafut  ex- 
ample. 

The  abwencc  of  varlaUon  in  pece 
may  quite  likely  be  only  a  reaction 
from  tha  violent  ohansea  latrodueed 
by  Parkin,  wliloh  trora  no  frequent 
towarda  the  end  of  ioat  yaar'a  oaa- 
aon:  nevertbalMi.  oMttOloi 
when  it  la  of  tbo  boat  khid. 
often  produce' a  great  bowleT.  If  the 
leading  cricket  authorltlea.  n>ore  es- 
paelally  the  county  committee  and 
OWtOlna  would  aeriously  recognise 
that  what  la  moat  wanted  now  Is 
bowNnff  of  a  kind  which  is  neither 
commonplaoo  aor  all  of  the  medium- 
paced  type,  the  batUns  would  apeed- 
lly  find  ways  of  taking  cnre  of  itself. 
There  is  more  than  a  danger  that 
frg  gre  gradually  becoming  a  nation 
pt  medium-paced  bowlera.  and  the 
goJlaar  this  ia  frankly  recognised  the 
better  will  H  be  for  Engllah  oricket.

dently observed  with  -eome  curioaity. 

They  have.'  ho  wrttaa,  a  Oomnnon 
Paatyaaa  aad  laaiuMi  to  4ry«a  a  Uttla 
ban  thfoaffh  Cha  MMas  aad  vypon 

the  Ice.  with  a  atloka  of  wood  turning 
in  at  the  lowe  end  like  the  basting 
we  vse  In  klchcna.  aaue  that  they 
are  not  made  hollowe  but  are  rounds 
in  tbe  and,  and  thla  aporte  I  haua.

The  early  beginnings  of  golf  in 
differenl  parts  of  the  world  »e>tii  to 
be  wrapped  In  unnecessary  mv«i.'r> 
One  often  reads  the  statement  that 
James  T.  played  golf  at  Blackheath, 
but  la  there  aay  authority  for  It? 
Md  Jamea  earo  about  solf.  aad  did 
he  bring  hla  eluba  dowa  from  ioot- 
land  when  he  became  King  of  Bns- 
land  ?  I  ^ave  grave  doubt  about  It. 
But  that  hla  son  Prince  Henry  was 
keen  about  the  game  I  hav*  no  doubt 
at  all.  The  fact  that  8lr  (f>lmond 
D'Bwea  aaya  In  his  Autobi(^graphy 
tbat  'he  waa  a  prlnoe  rather  addicted 
to  martial  gtudloa  and  aaoreiaag  thaa 
to  goff  or  other  boy'a  play'  merely 
proves  how  eager  that  dull  pedant 
and  Puritan  was  to  Ignore  the  pop- 
ular reputation  of  the  Prince  nn  a 
rportaman.  It  la  the  Ignorant  con- 
tempt of  a  south  country  high  brow 
for  a  game  Introduced  from  the  North 
tbat  ha  oaa  neither  ptay  nor  appreel- 
ato. 

Prlaee  Henry  waa  alwaya  a  fcoon 

player  of  both  golf  and  tennla.  faaae 
D'laraell.  In  hla  "Curiosities  of  Litera- 
ture.' has  a  pleasant  anecdote  of  the 
Prince  and  hla  tutor.  Adam  Newton 
'  'Newton  was  sometimes  severe  In 
his  cbaatlaement ;  for  when  the  Prince 
waa  pbgrlas  at  soK  ami  hnvlns  warned 
hta  tutor,  who  wa^  ^otaadlas  by  In 
converaattoa.  that  hd  waa  foing  to 
strike  tbo  ball,  and  harlnr  lifted  up 
the  golf-club.  someone  nbsers-lng, 
'  Beware,  sir,  that  you  hit  not  Mr 
Newton'  "  the  Prlnoe  drew  back  the 
club,  but  amiUngly  obeerved.  "Had 
I  done  ao,  I  had  but  paid  my  debts.  " 

Nowtaa«  who  waa  aet  a  leotebman 
and  may  not  have  aMaratood  tbe 
etiquette  of  the  gante,  became  In 
after  years  Dean  of  Durham  In  apHe 
of  hla  indiscretion  of  'standing  by  In 
conversation'  whilst  a  prince  was 
striking  off.  Chattering  on  the  tew 
la  not  a  nolmnce  of  modern  origin, 
but  haa  probably  been  a  rub  of  the 
greoa  giaaa  tho  oarly  daya  of  golf. 

That  Prtaoa  B— ^  ptayad  BPif  ta 
tbe  neighbourtMod  Of  Loadoa  la  v^ary 
probable,  but  1  hb'vo  no  marginalia 
locating  any  links  in  nuhurbn  until 
17(1.  when  I  find  in  the  Autobio- 
graphy of  Alexander  Carlyle  a  cur-

'immediately  aftor  wO  arrived 
we  crossed  the  river  to  the  golf- 
ing grounds  which  was  very  good.'

erected.  This  was  the  statue  for 
which  rjarrlck  had  sat  to  Roubillac 
and  recently  purchased  from  the 
sculptor  for  three  hundred  guineas. 

Carlyle  was  perhii^  a  little  paeved 

at  So  much  attention  being  shoWn  to 
Home,  and  made*  use  of  his  skill  at 
golf  to  amphaalaa  hla  owa  Importaaoe. 

'Kavlag  obaafvad,'  ho  wrltaa;  'a 
green  moaad  la  the  gardaa  oppoalte 

the  archway,  I  aald  to  our  l.mdlord 
that  while  the  aerranta  were  imepar 
Ing  the  coUation  In  the  temple  I  would 
surprise  htm  with  a  stroke  at  the  golf 
as  rahoiii,!  (In.,  .,  ball  through  hia 
archway  into  the  lliamea  oaoe  In 
thrao  gtrokaa.  I  had  maaaarad  wRh 
my  oya  In  walking  about  tha  gardoa.

at  a  tine  when  It  was  urgantly  need- 
ad.  One  and  all  of  thaaa  wlree  had  no 
effect 

No  I-'ceM  at  all  Now 
"  The  Oovamment  had  an  oppor- 
tunity, by  taking  away  tboee  dock 
faes,  to  pat  msoajr  In  slretilatton,  to 
bHng  Amarleaa  aaonay  itver  \o  Can- 
ada, helping  to  rectify  the  rate  of 
exchange  and  to  bring  about  the  re- 
turn of  normal  conditions.  The  whole 
thing,  reduced  to  bare  facta.  Is  thin: 
The  Oovernment  had  the  choice  of 
taking  small  dock  du^a,  or  none  at 
alL  By  reducing  tha  "^ODk  duea  they 
would  bbve  got  somstblng.  New  they 
They  have  lost  the 
employment  and  they  have  lost  the 
money  an  well. 

"With  a  Job  of  that  magnitude  the 
reduction  of  feee  would  have  altered 
our  tendern  considerably.  The  name 
la  true  of  the  Victoria  Machinery 
teapot.
